(2) With respect to the bullet reportedly recovered from the shooting >*.. fc 
into the home of General Walker, I pointed out to Mr. Mailey that P 
because of the distorted nature of the bullet and the fact that we had no p 
known specimens taken sometime mear April 1963, it had not been possible 
to make a determination as to whether the Walker slug had been fired p 
from the assassination rifle. I requested Mailey to consider possible 
sources of bullets which might have been fired by Oswald during the 
early part of the year in order that we might further attempt to resolve 
the question of fdentity. In this respect I suggested that Mrs. Oswald 
be interviewed for possible leads as to where Oswald might have 
conducted target practice.
